No use was 
made of them. ‘lhe huge carcasses 
simply rotted and poisoned the air. 

Ihe meat of these whales was 
worth in the market twenty-five 
‘cents a pound. Their hides, for leath- 
er, were worth cight cents a pound. 
i The oil derivable trom their jaws (the 
finest known for certain lubricating 
purposes) was worth $8 a gallon, 

This is “conservation” Massachu- 
setts style. Naturally the United 
States fisheries bureau is indignant. 
So likewise the food administration.

Bombed Some 
Important Towns 


in 


Germens Cannot Stand Attacks 
the Wr, Londoners Did 


During the month of August, 1918, 
the independen, force, Royal Air 
Force, made successful raids upon no 
fewer than 21 imp-ertant towns in 
Germany, in addition to a large 
number of raics upesa such German 
aircraft stations as Buhl, Boulay, 
Freisdorf, Morhange, ete., and other 
military objectives, 

The to 1 tight of bombs dropped 
in the course of these aids is well 
Over 100 tons, as compared with 48 
tons in May, 66 tons in June, and 81 
tons in July — st. 

The German territory thus brought 
definitely into the war zone by 
British airmen represents a belt of 
the Ruine valley roughly 250 miles 
long, from Cologne in the north to 
the Grand Duchy of Baden in the 
éouth, a region crowded with war 
industries, and intersected by a rail- 
way system of vital strategic import- 
ance to the German army in France. 

This latter fact explains the high 
proportion of the British raids which 
have been specially directed » agaist 
the key railway centres in the Khine 
provinces, notably those at Thion- 
ville, and Metz-Sablon. During the 
period June-August, 1918,, the fam- 
ous railway triangle at Metz-Sablon 
and the junctic . at Thionville have 
been raided no fewer than 46 times, 
Many photographs taken during these 
raids confirm the extent and magni- 
tude of the damage caused. 

Thus, at Metz-Sablon during a sin- 
gle raid, an engine shed known to 
contain 25 engines, was hit, two trains 
on the southernmost track on the 
south arm of the triangle were burn- 
ed out, and several other tracks in 
the same arm were seriously dam- 
aged, Although slight damage to 
permanent way can usually be patch- 
ed up in a tew hours, there is a 
photographic evidence to show that 
the repeated raids, of British airmen 
upon this important railway juncuon 
have, at frequent intervals, very ma- 
terially reduced its war traffic, which 
has apparently often been held up 
for many hours at a time when quick 
and regular transport of munitions 
was most vital to Germany's military 
needs, 

At Thionville, bombs dropped by 
British airmen on July 16, started a 
big tre, which, fanned by a strong 
southwesterly wind, developed into a 
huge conflagration that was only ar- 
rested on the river bank, Photo- 
graphs taken the following day clear- 
ly show the charred remains of sev- 
eral trains on the track, while the 
goods station itself, and some import- 
ant riverside buildings were com- 
pletely burned out, 

The big industrial centres on the 
Rhine, contain in addition to import- 


ant railway junctions, some of — the 
largest munition, poison gas and 
electrical undertakings in Western 


Germany. ‘These legitimate military 
objectives lave been repeatedly  at- 
tacked by British airmen with very 
marked effect. Thus the factories at 
Mannheim, including the notorious 
Badische poison gas works, have 
been heavily bombed no fewer than 
eleven times; the works and railway 
Station at Saarbrucken eight times; 
the factories, station and barracks at 
Coblenz, five times; Karlsruhe _ five 
times; Frankfort-on-the-Rhine three 
times; Stuttgart twice; Zweibrucken 
twice; Cologne twice, etc. 

The material results of these raids 
have been very considerable. At 
Mannheim, in the course of three 
consecutive night raids, extensive 
damage (confirmed by photographs) 
was caused to the Badische poison 
gas works, including the partial des- 
truction of the sulphuric acid and 
nitric vitriol factory and the aniline 
department, while much damage was 
also caused to two large buildings 
north of the laboratory. At Cologne, 
Coblenz and Mannheim a __ heavy 
death roll attended the attacks of 
British airmen upon military objec- 
tives at those places. 

An immediate effect of the raids 
has been the compulsory withdrawal 
by the Germans of a large number 
of squadrons from the fighting fronts 
for the defence of the Rhine, Whilst 
these concentrations have not pre- 
veuted a single British squadron from 
reaching its chosen objectives, — the 
haunts of these enemy forces have 
not been neglected by the R.A.F, in- 
dependent force. Thus, in the period 
June-August, inclusive, Boulay _ air- 
drome has been heavily bombed no 
fewer than 32 times; Morlhange 14 
times; Buhl 13 times; Freisdori 8 
times; Hagenan 5 times, ete. 


These attacks, often made from a 
very low height, have resulted tn 
heavy losses for the enemy, a large 
number of hangars being burned out, 
and many valuable machines destroy- 


The 
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| 
profound and wide-spread 
moral effect of this persistent British 
air offensive over Germany, {s seen 
in the fact that at dozens of public 
meetings in the Rhine towns, excited 
citizens have passed resolutions pro- 
testing against the raids, calling for 
their mutual limitations, or, in de- 
fault of this for drastic and often 
quite impracticabel measures of de- 
fence; that captured letters from 
places as widely separated as Mann- 
lreim and Cologne all testify to the 
terror and panic inspired by the 
raids among the civil population;

Was Used to Sign Declaration of 
Independence by Washington 

It will come as a surprise to most 

persons to Icarn that the seal used 

by George Washington when signing 

the Declaration of Independence in 

1776 is not in the archives at Washe- 


lington. When the epoch-making doc- 
jument was signed, Washington used 


his own private seal, the matrix of 
which is of onyx, and on it engraved 
an eagle. After adding his signature, 
as a matter of course, Washington 
retained the seal, probably thinking 
little or nothing of its historic value. 
At his death, having no children, the 
seal passed, cither by bequest or in 
the ordinary way of succession, to his 
adopted dauchter, who in turn gave 
it to one of the d’Hautpoul family, in 
whose hands it has remained ever 
at least, until recently, when 
the Comtesse d’Hautpoul presented it 
to Mr, Sharp, the United States am- 
bassador in Paris, as a national heir- 
loom, It goes without saying that 
the Comteese has received from Mr, 
Sharp a letter acknowledging her 
graceful act in the lettered clegance 
which has characterized the corres- 
pondence of ambassadors to Europe 
of the creat Republic from the time 
of Franklin and Washington Irving 
down to the present time.

Escaped Hangman 


A Story ofthe Last Days of the 
Rebel Chief Hitherto Untold

Louts Kiel was captured by ‘Lom 
Hourie and Armsirong, and handeu 
Over to the Canadian authorities, Su 
John Macdonaia was somewhat at a 
loss to know what to do with him.

fighung with Montcalm arter§ the 
Surrenucr of kort Wilham-Henry.

«On the Saskatchewan were character- 
ized by a great aval Of restraint, aud 
the co.nsets ot tne haltibreeas ayere 
gingulaily moderate tor a people in- 
flainned by hosunuecs and a sense of 
their wrongs. 

‘Lhen, too, perhaps the old conser- 
vative chiettam icit that the conitict 
had to a certain Extent been precipi- 
tated by the ailatory action ot--the 

-government in dealing with © the 
gricvances which the inhabitants o1 
the country undoubtedly possessed. 

Neverineless, puviic teciung was 
thoroughty aroused, and there was a 
demanu ior w sacrince, Kiel’s trial m 
Regina was a spectacular one; some 
Qt the aviest Counsel in Canada took 
part in it, and fuels Own undoubted 
ginccrity and cloquence had consider- 
able imtuence in nis tavor. ‘Lhe jury 
brought in a strong ccommendauon 
for mercy, and there was no reason 
to doubt that it would be acted upon. 
In the meanume a strong racial ayi- 
tation broke out in astern Canada 
and the extreme “Kouge” party in 
Quebee dared Sir Jonn to carry into 
eliect the sentence imposed on the 
rebel leader by Judge Kichardson. 
There were many wise and reason- 
able people in Canada who doupted 
the wisaom of inmcung the extreme 
penalty of the Jaw. Lhere is little 
doubt that nowadays a much milder 
punishment would be devised to 
micet a similar case. 

Sir Jot, thererore, was quite wil- 
ling that Kiel should escape the scaf- 
“fold if it could be accomplished 
Without exposing the government to 
a@ charge ot weakness. 

* One ot the most prominent French 
Canadians in the ‘Lerritories at that 
time was Vascal Bonneau, a iormer 
railway contrauor and large store 
keeper at Kegina. He was a hfe-long 
Conservative, and a strong adherent

Overtures were’ made to Mr, Bon- 
neau to assist the cscape of the 
prisoner. ‘Lhere is no doubt that it 
would kave been the casiest way out 
of an embarrassing situation for the 

Wovernment, Riel would be out of 
their hands, and there could be no 
charge made against them ecéther of 
weakness or revenge, Besides it 
would allay the bitter racial fceling 
growing up in Quebec, 

Accordingly, Mr. Bonneau made his 
plans. ‘Ihe American boundary, 
where Riel, asa political ottender, 
would be safe, was only a little over 
a@ hundred miles away, and it could 
be made in a night by means of re- 
lays. ‘The fastest teams in the coun- 
try were procured and stationed ten 
miles apart through the unsettled 
region south of Regina, and arrange- 
ments were made to have friendly 
guards on duty with the prisoner, Ev- 
erything ,augered for success, Given 
a dark night aud ten minutes start 
across the creek and not all the scol- 
diers in Canada could have caught the 
fugitive. 

It was not to be. The star of Louis 
David Kiel was not in the ascendant 
and the curtain was about to drop on 
the last act of the tragedy. The as- 
sistance of a man who was thought 
to be friendly to Riel was invoked, 
and he, thinking perhaps, to obtain 
merit, \.ent with his information, to 
the local authorities who were, of 
course, obliged to take steps to frus- 
trate the cxecution of the plan.

Saskatchewan’s . 
Live Stock Industry 


Great Advances Have Been Made in 
the Numbers of Cattle Dur- 
ing the Year 


The sixth annual report of the 
live stock comnmissioner of Saskat- 
chewan shows the Hourishing condi- 
tion of the live stock industry in 
that province, According to the re- 
port the number ot horses in the 
province is 868,000, muulk cows 354,- 
vuu, other cattle 820,05/, sheep 12/,- 
vvu and swine 573,Yuv. their total 
value is estimated at $251,655,0U0, 

in connection with the number of 


horses, which, like all other live 
SUOCK, 1S Sicadily Increasing in the 
province, the report mentions the 


waning populariy of large tractors 
on tarms, and the indispeusabinty ot 
the horse. 

Great advances have been «nade in 
the numbers ot cattle during the year, 
and cOncitions in respect to them are 
repoitea to be every bit as satistac- 
tory as they are to hoses, dhat 
breeders wave realized the possibih- 
"eS of Cattic raising 13 shown by the 
insistant demand tor choice breeding 
heiters, kurther proot ot the trend 
towards live stock among the tarmers 
ot the province 1s given in the ngures 
of consignments to and trom the Un- 
ion stock yards, at -Winnipeg, Mani- 
toba, in 1917, 145/,357 heau ot cattle 
were slupped from Saskatchewan to 
Winnipeg; in 1910, 69,U24; in 1Y19, OU- 
378; ang in 1914, 54,U1U. Shipments 
west trom Winnipeg show that Sas- 
katchewap farmers are tinistiing stock 
in steadily increasing’ numbers every 
year. In 1917, 350,524 head of cattle 
were brought into the province tox 
this purpose, as compared with 2y,- 
4240 in 1410, and 9,380 in 1915, 

The cra of high prices has enabled 
farmers to make the most of the 
splendid opportunities the province 
attords for the successful raising of 
live stock, and as prospects are con- 
sidered to be better than ever they 
were for continued  remunerative 
prices for all kinds of live stock, 
progressive growth of the industry 
is assured, 

An appreciable increase in the num- 
ber of sheep in the province is noted. 
Farmers have taken advantage of 
the high prices for mutton, wool and 
breeding stock to extend their oper- 
ations, and now that it is becoming 
more generally recognized how con- 
ditions in many parts of the province 
are peculiarly adapted to the success- 
ful raising of sheep, we may look for 
a steady increase in the industry, 
year after year, These remarks ap- 
ply with equal force to Alberta and 
Manitoba, where similar conditions 
obtain, 


Kitchener Memorial Home 


Was Dedicated by the Bishop of 
London 


A big house on a hill, a fine gar- 
den of an acre with trees and a drill 
ground in London's healthiest suburb, 
tlornsey, fine airy rooms for ~ study 
and home life—these make the Kit- 
chener Home, which was opened re- 
cently with fitting ceremonies and 
great rejoicing on the part of those 
who have carried the idea to com- 
pletion, The Home is a memorial to 
Lord Kitchener and planned in a 
modest way along lines-in which he 
was always intensely interested, the 
care of British boys whose fathers 
have fallen in battle. The Bishop of 
London dedicated the home, and H. 
R.H, the Duke of Connaught made a 
charming address, in which he refer- 
red to his friendship with Lord Kit- 
chener, whom i.e knew in the days 
of the “Shop.” Lord Kitchener's 
only sister, Mrs, Parker, was an in- 
terested guest, ‘here is already in- 
stalled a happy family of forty-six 
boys, tweniy of whom acted as a 
guard of honor when their home was 
dedicated, ‘There are still dormitorics 
to be fitted up and various ways of 
helping with this good work, ‘vo 
doubt the same idea will eventually 
take root in Canada, and it is inter- 
esting to tote the amounts listed; A 
whole dormitory can be named and 
furnished for from £50 to £100, ac- 
cording to size; a bed can be named 
and maintained for three years for 
£18; one boy can be maintained for 
one year for £10 in addition to the 
government grant, and £5 provides 
clothing for one boy for one year. 


The Precious Ruby 


Is Ten Times More Valuable 
Diamond 


The world's ruby centre is Mogok, 
in Upper Burma, some seventy miles 
north of Mandalay in India. Here 
are the great ruby mines, one of 
Burma’s most valuable monopolies. 
Indeed, not only does this country 
produce the finest of these coveted 
gems, but they are recovered in such 
quantities as to enable her to dom- 
inate the market. 

Few are aware that, weight for 
weight, a ruby is more valuable than 
a diamond It is estimated that one 
the color of pigeon’s blood, weighing 
five carats, will sell for ten times 
the value of a diamond of the same 
weight, Furthermore, the price in- 
creases with the size of the stones. 

As the “byon,” or carth containing 
the coveted gems, is ta®en from the 
ground, it is placed in great reyolv- 
ing tubs. Here it is screened and all 
the loose earth removed by water. 
The residue is then tipped on to the 
sorting table. A white overseer 
carefully examines the pile, selecting 
the true gems from the worthless de- 
bris. If he is lucky he may at one

sorting find gems worth many thou- 


sands of dollars, while on the other 
hand the yield may be but a hundred 
pounds or two, The yearly output 
of rubies from these mines totals 
about $400,000,

Open ’ Their ] Homes 
To Canadian Officers 


Many Old English and Scottish Fam- 
ilies Entertain Them 


The Canadian Daily Record, Lon- 
don, has the following article on 
Canadian officers’ leave; 

Many old English and Scottish 
families have opened their beautiful 
mediaeval and modern homes, from 
the Isle of Wight to the Isle of Ar- 
ran, to Canadian officers on leave in 
{the Old Country, and those who have 
accepted these generous invitations 
are full of thanks both to Lady 
Drummond, of the Canadian Red 
Cross society, and to their kindly 
hosts and hostesses. 

The work of Lady Drummond ani 
the Canadian Red Cross society in 
this particular sphere may be divid- 
ed into two sections. ‘Lhe first cov- 
ers weunded or invalided officers who 
have passed through their convales- 
cent stage at Matlock Bath, where all 
officer casualties proceed after their 
active ] ospital treatment is complet- 


ed, 

The Red Cross have a branch at 
Matlock which arranges for these of- 
ficers, if they so desire, to spend 
their three wecks’ leave of absence 
at one or other of these magnificent 
private homes. An officer, tor in- 
stance, may choose to spend a couple 
of weeks in Scotland, where he can 
indulge in a little salmon fishing, 
and then may be he would like to 
have a look at the Isle of Wight. 
There are hosts and hostesses in 
almost every county whose doors 
are open to from one to ten officers 
at a time. Many of them, too, ex- 
tend their hospitality to both officers 
and their wives. 

The society also has a beautiful of- 
ficers’ home down at Sidmouth, in 
Devonshire. This place, which is in 
charge of Lady Allan, wife of Lt.- 
Col. Sir Montagu Allan, has accom- 
modation for twenty officers at one 
time. 

The other section deals with offi- 
cers on leave either from France-or 
England. There is a list of some 
200 invitations, most of which are 
open the whole year round. 

The lonely Canadian officers serv- 
ing in British regiments are also 
eligible for these invitations, Hun- 
dreds in the Royal Air Force have 
accepted them—and thanked Lady 
Drummond and the Red Cross 
while their feelings are full of grati- 
tude towards those generous-hearted 
people of the Motherland who are 
doing their best to make the short 
+ bl of overseas officers a real holi- 

lay. . 


Butter Overstocked Seized 


Now On Its Way to Britain to Feed 
Soldiers 


The Canada food board haseseized 
and forced the sale of 392,000 pounds 
of creamery butter,stored by the 
Dominion Fish and fruit Co.,, Ltd. 
Quebec, 

The Dominion Fish and Fruit Co., 
Ltd., without permission and _ in 
spite of reraonstrance from the Can- 
ada food board, held a greater quan- 
tity of butter than was reasonably 
necessary to supply its own Cana- 
dian requirements, based on last 
year’s sales to the ordinary trade. 

Under the waste order the Canada 
food board seized 392,800 pounds of 
the 632,8000 pounds the company had 
in its possession, and gave it the op- 
tion of having the excess butter con- 
fiscated or sold to the dairy commis- 
sion for shipment to Great Britain 
and her allies. The company chose 
the latter alternative, and the butter 
jis now on its way to Britain, 

The accumulation of butter during 
the recent butter producing season 
for Quebec storage was in competi- 
tion with the purchasing agents of 
Great Britain and her allies and 
prevented needed supplies reaching 
them, 


Wool From the Sea

Be Grows Along South Coast of 
Australia 

Material for cloth making is now 
being obtained from the sea bottom 
along the south coast of Australia, 
It is fibre derived from a plant that 
grows in shallow water. 

One would naturally infer that the 
plant was a seaweed of some kind. 
But it isn't, It is a flowering plant, 
a perennial, that produces seed every 
year, 

When the plants die the soft tissue 
is “retted out” of them and the leaf 
jfibres sink to the bottom, where they 
are covered by shelly detritus, the 
mixture forming a bed in which the 
seeds of a fresh crop sprout, 

This has been going on for many 
centuries, and, as a result, there ex- 
ist vast deposits of fibre that in some 


localities are more than seven feet 
thick, 

After stripping off the top or 
growing layer, the underlying ma- 
terial is dredged up, sifted and 
washed for recovery of the fibre. 


The average return of air-dried fibre 
is about six pounds per cubic yard. 
Workable deposits cover 240 square 
miles, 

The fibre is in color brown to buff 
and white. Some of it is delicate 
and silky, some is more like. horse 
hair. Tweeds have been woven out 
of it; bug it seems to be better suit- 
jed (mixed with wool or alone) for 
[sargets and upholstery, for backing 
oilcloths and linoleums and for mat- 
tresscs, 

Rehabilitating France 

The recent success of the French, 
British and United States troops 
against the Germans on the Marne 
have been won in a fertile farmin 
country where, with the help o 
British farmers through the agri- 
cultural relief of allies committee, 
much had been done to repair the 
damage caused during the first battle 
of the Marne in 1914. Now that the 
territory is being again recovered 
from the enemy, the co ttee will 
be confronted with the task of giving 
practical belp in the shape of seeds, 
stock, etc. The committee seeks the 
continued support of British farmers, 


French Display _ 
New Vigor 


Armies of Petain Show No Signs of 
War Weariness 


The French army never grows old 
It shows at each offensive new vigor 
and proves its eternal vitality. One 
of the many divisions proving this is 
the immortal Moroccan division 
whose general wears upon his breast 
the war cross and ribbon with eleven 
palms, representing cleven army ord- 
er citations. One of its recently or- 
ganized regiments composed of na- 
tive African troops has just won its 
second citation, its zouave regiment 
a seventh citation and the gallant for- 
cign legion a ninth citation. Its ar- 
tillery and engineering units have 
also been cited several times, 

Yet such a profusion of honors 
does not tire this magnificent divi- 
sion. After having engaged in nine- 
teen days of terrific battling, begin- 
ning August 20, when it attacked witl# 
General Mangin’s army towards Mou- 
lin-sous-Touvent where it progressed 
more than fourteen kilometres (8.2 
miles) in 48 hours, capturing more 
than 1,500 prisoners and 92 cannon 
and then assaulting the Germans in 
the direction of Crecy-au-Mont, 
where it advanced eight kilometres 
(4.8 miles) after crossing the Ailette 
and ‘surmounting fearful difficulties 
against ferocious resistance the Mo- 
roccan division was attached to a 
fourth army, where it was charged 
with taking the formidable Butte du 
Mesnil, crisscrossed with trenches 
and burrowed with shelters that ev- 
ery metre of the terrain bears a name. 
The division plan was such that the 
Germans were overwhelmed before 
‘they had a chance to recover from 
the first shock of the assault.

“Wool” From Cork 

The British department of overseas 
trade has been informed through a 
reliable channel that a Spanish firm 
is manufacturing “wool” from cork 
which, it is claimed, may with advan- 
tage be substituted for natural wool 
in the manufacture of mattresses, pil- 
lows, quilts, etc. This material is 
stated to be cleaner and lighter than 
wool, The cork is employed in the 
form of very fine pellicles, of which 
14 go to make the thickness of a mil- 
limetre (0.03937 inch), It is first 
treated with chemicgls to remove any 
resinous substances and to render it 
flexible and less likely to break. The 
cork is then sewn between two cot- 
ton sheets and pressed several times.

Has Played Important Part in His- 
tory of France 


The fall of Lille to the allies takes 
from the Germans the last of their 
great bastions which for four years 
held up the enemy defensive systems 
from the North Sea to Switzerland. 
Cambrai, Laon and St. Quentin have 
been given up in the last few weeks, 
and now Lille completes the list, 

Lille, or Lisle as the name of the 
town is otherwise spelled, is the larg- 
est city of France gained by the Ger- 
mans and one of the greatest fort- 
ress¢s tg ranp: the French frontier. 
The old forts and citadel, however, 
were built so many years ago that 
theie worth in modern warfare is 
doubtful. 

The city was taken by the enemy 
in his first rush into France and un- 
til within the last few weeks it never 
had been threatened greatly by the 
allies. Since the successful allied ad- 
vance in Flanders, however, it has 
become increasingly evident the 
Germans would have to give up Lille 
as one of the steps in their retire- 
ment from France and Belgium. The 
allied advance in Flanders outflanked 
Lille on the north and at once com- 
pelled the Germans to draw their 
lines closer to the western suburbs 
of the city. 

Before the war Lille was the cen- 
tre of the great manufacturing dis- 
trict of northern France, and was 
known throughout the world for its 
manufactures of flax and textiles. It 
had a population of nearly 200,000 
and sent its products to every corner 
of the carth, The famous Lisle 
thread was manufactured there, and 
from it the lisle hosiery and other 
familiar goods. 

With the neighboring towns of 
Tourcoing and Roubaix the city also 
manufactured machinery and steel 
and iron products of various kinds. 
In addition to its industrial import- 


ance Lille is also a great railway cen- 
tre and is in the midst of a highly 
developed system of canals. he 


city is handy to the coal fields of 
France and Belgium, 

Lille was founded early in the 
fourteenth century and has since 
played an important part in the po- 
litical and commercial history of 
northern France, It was formerly 
the capital of French Flanders and 


is now the capital of the depart- 
ment of the Nord. Lille is eight 
miles west of the Franco-Belgian 


frontier, and with ‘Tourcoing and 
Roubaix occupies a little angle of 
French territory which is bordered 
on the east and north by Belgian 
Flanders. 


A Nation in its Homes 


Should Not Be Judged Entirely by

After all, how does a nation stand 
revealed more truly than in its 
homes? Its public appearances are 
frequently deceptive. It is what it is 
at home. A few years ago we heard 
a good deal about France as degen- 
erating or at least becoming a static 
polity and _ civilization.

It is 
not always safe to judge a nation by 
a single city, and forget the rural 
homes,

through the narrow streets of the 
mountain villages after nightfall and 
look through the thin rice paper sho- 
jis to find Japan. He will see large 
families, the grandfather at the seat 
of honor, and about him his sturdy 
sons and grandchildren; he will hear 
the glad laughter of children, and the 
strumming of the samisen, and in 
that shadow-picture about the braz- 
iers, he will see in truer light the 
strength and promise of the nation.

Rhine Belt Is Now in the Rattle 
Zone 


_A belt of the Rhine valley, roughly 
250 miles long, from Cologne in the* 
north to the Grand Duchy of ‘Baden 
in the south, a reBten crowded with 
war industries and intersected by a 
railway system of vital importance to 
the German army in France, is now 
a definite part of the war zone. This 
is one of the most striking and sig- 
nificant developments of the allied 
campaign, and how big are its pos- 
sibilities | be gauged by the vast 
damage, both physical and moral, al- 
ready inflicted upon the enemy. It 
is the achievement of the Royal Air 
Force. 

Over that region in the last three 
months the airmen, operating day 
and night have made 249 raide, drop- 
ping 207 tons of bombs upon enem 
railway centres, munitions works, poi- 
son gas ening | electrical and en- 
a plants, blast furnaces, air- 

romes and other important military 
objectives. 

The effects of these raids have 
been of incalculable benefit to the 
allies. One of the first was the com- 
pulsory withdrawal by the Germans 
of a large number of their airplanes 
from the fighting fromt for the de- 
Tense of the Rhine. 

But a greater gain has been the® 
profound and widespread depression 
caused to the German people, the 
“home front,” to use the phgase of 
Ludendorff. Captured letters from 
ae, as widely separated as Mann- 

eim and Colo testify to the ter- 
ror and panic inspired by the raids 
among the civilian population. Well- 
to-do families in increasing numbers 
are secking the temporary security 
of more distant inland towns. There 
are indications that the flight of the 
wealthy is causing intense resent- 
ment among the working population, 
who, being for the most part engag- 
ed in war industries, are exposed to 
almost nightly danger from the raid- 
ers 

But the terror of the German 
population is not confined to the ter- 
ritory actually added to the war 
zone, It exists throughout the coun- 
try, particularly in far-distant Ber- 
lin, where preparations already have 
bere made to defend ithe city against 
raids.

“At the present time it is impos- 
sible for the trade to fulfill anythin 
but a small percentage of their n= 4 
ers, There are thousands of cases on 
order without prospect of delivery In 
the near future.

Severe Fuel Rationing for Hotels 
and Restaurants 


Well-lighted and heated hotels and 
restaurants will be unknown in Eng- 
land this winter. The rationing of 
hotcls and restaurants and the cater- 
ing trade generally, under the fuel 
and lighting order is being specially 
dealt with by the coal controller, who 
urges proprictors of these establish- 
ments to assist in every way by care- 
ful use of coal, gas and electricity, 
and asks the public to co-operate by 
not demanding fire and light that can 
possibly be done without. 


The coal controller points out that 
every form of display by means of 
lighting. though it may be more ap- 
parent than serious, nevertheless is a 
subject of comparison and comment, 
and would set a bad example to the 
householders who are showing every 
intention to tse less coal and light in 
their homes, He asks for subdued 
lighting in lounge and dining rooms 
for its abolition in show cases, an 
for the ban of multiple lights in bed- 
rooms. 


It is essential that guests should 
realize that hotels and restaurants 
are severely rationed for light and 
fuel, and it is confidently hoped that 
the public, by sound and sensible 
support, will help to put the national 
interests before comfort and luxury.

should be supplied with milk. Milk 
was very hard to obtain, for there 
were almost no cattle left; but one of 
the werkers heard of a good cow 
owned by an aged peasant and_ his 
wife, and went to interview them. 
The conversation took place beside 
their well — situated none too far 
from the barnyard, and _ placarded 
with a hastily scribbled sign: «This 
well unsafe without boiling. 

When the Red Cross worker asked 
the old man to set a price upon the 
precious milk, he replied, with a 
shrug and a smile: 

“Nothing, monsicu — for the sick 
little ones, not a sou—only I must 
ask monsieu to promise not to boil 
my cow!” 

In more primitive villages than 
those of France, in Oriental coun- 
tries, simple precautions are per- 
verted almost as wildly, in entire 
simplicity and dead earnest, as the 
ironic suggestion of the old French- 
man, Who could say that those 
Malays might not actually try to boil 
a cow, who, in time of cholera, bid 
den to drink boiled water, attempted 
to drink boiling water—and killed 
several unfortunates before the phy- 
sicians set them right? 


Wheat Yield Shows Slight Decrease 

An average yicld of twelve and a 
half bushels per acre for spring 
wheat and“sixteen and a half bushels 
for fall wheat for all Canada is given 
by the Dominion bureau of statistics 
in its preliminary estimate of aver- 
age yields per acre of the principal 
grain crops of Canada during 1918. 
Last year fall wheat averaged twen- 
ty-one and a half bushels per acre 
while for the ten year period, 1908-17, 
the average was twenty-three bush- 
els. Spring wheat averaged fifteen 
and a_ half bushels last year and 
nineteen bushels for the decennial 
period, 

For other crops the respective av- 
erages are in bushels per acre; Oats, 
33 as against 33% and 3544; barley, 
25% as against 23 and 27; flax, 544 
as against 6% and 10%. 


Five Million Died of Starvation
